Condos are 
on the rise 
once again

LBANY — The original plans 

approved 11 years ago called 

or five clusters of high-rise 
buildings forming a self-contained 
residential, recreational and com- 
mercial complex. 

Built according to that vision, the 
condominium project on the east side 
of Albany Hill would have added 2,- 
500 living units and an estimated 5,- 
700 new residents to the city of Al- 
bany. 

That concept of a giant ‘“‘city-with- 
in-a-city” dissolved long ago — after 
completing just one high-rise cluster, 
three buildings known as McKinley 
Towers containing some 480 units, 
the developers scaled down their 
plans. The revised project approved 
by the city in 1977 entailed low-rise 
buildings with a total of just 400 more 
units. ™ 

Still, the “additional construction 
should draw a noticeable influx of 
new residents to Albany in the next 
few years as well as bringing new 
property tax revenue into the city’s 
strained coffers. 


The second part of the project, 
called Bridgewater Condominiums, is 
to be built in thrée phases» The first 
phase, consisting of three buildings 
with 101 two-bedroom and two one- 
bedroom units, already is rising along 
Pierce Street between the foot of Al- 
bany Hill and Interstate 80. 


The developer, the Maryland- 
based Interstate General Corp., still 
is*involved in. discussions “with ‘city 
planners about the design of the sec- 
ond and third phases. But “‘pre-mar- 
keting” for the first phase should 
begin within a few weeks, according 
to IGC vice president Tod Hullin.

Richmond Unified lobbyist Syma 
Reynolds told the crowd that educa- 
tion bill AB70, authored by Assem- 
bly members Campbell, Willie 
Brown, D-San Francisco, and Teresa 
Hughes, D-Los Angeles, passed out 


of the Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee that morning. The bill 
now goes to the full Assembly. 


A second bill, SB813, sponsored by 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
William Honig and U.S. Sen. Gary 
Hart, will go to the Senate floor 
today, she said. Both bills, she said, 
call for reform and for more funds for 
education 

Harrison, who emceed the rally, 
warned the demonstrators, “If the 
governor vetoes whatever package 
comes out, we may need to come 
back.

going full blast at once. You can’t 
think. You can hardly even feel, All 
you can do is mindlessly pump tokens 
into the machines, first the “‘free”’ 
tokens you get with your pizza, then 
more and more tokens you get for 
your dollars from an automatic 
change machine. You think you 
won’t get hooked, but you will. And 
what hooks you is the violence, the 
absolutely unprecedented level of 
violence. You begin with the all-de- 
vouring Ms. Pac Man and go on 
quickly to games of punching, crash- 
ing cars, dropping bombs, shooting 
rayguns and generally venting your 
fury on the universe, finally ending 
with Kangaroo, where you are called 
upon to play the role of a boxing 
kangaroo whose sole joy is punching 
out baby monkeys and stomping 
them to death. 

Do your readers realized this is 
going on right here in the Bay Area, 
not in Nazi Germany or some sci- 
ence-fiction movie? Chuckie the Rat 
is here among us, but if at least a few 
of your readers wake up and join with 
me in opposing him, perhaps we will 
have a chance to keep the rat plague 
from spreading, and with luck we 
may someday drive Chuckie out of 
the area altogether.

“We're selling a lifestyle to that 
upwardly-mobile professional,” he 
said. 

He maintained that the problems 
which have plagued McKinley 
Towers and prompted several law- 


suits and counter-suits — allegations 
of faulty construction ranging from 
defective plumbing to an unsafe ga- 
rage — have no bearing on the new 
condos, noting that the current con- 
struction involves a different architect 
and different general contractor. ; 

Each of Bridgewater’s three phases 
will have its own club house, pool and 
spa and security system. The units 
themselves have ‘‘amenities’’ de- 
signed to appeal to the young profes- 
sional, including fireplaces and bay 
views. 

The cost of the phase one condos 
should average about $150,000 to 
$160,000, Hullin said — a figure he 
characterized as high by national 
standards but in the “middle price 
range” for the area. 

“Like it or not,” he added, “‘it is 
likely that phase two will be more 
expensive than phase one, and phase 
three will be more expensive than 
phase two.” 

Hullin said part of the effort to at- 
tract young professionals will include 
a low down payment. “We see in the 
Bay Area a fair amount of income but 


not a lot ot cash,” he explained. 

He said about 50 potential buyers 
already have inquired about the new 
condos, half of them people who al- 
ready live at McKinley Towers. 

He anticipated most of the units 
would be occupied by two-income 
households, either working couples 
or singles, with few children. 

IGC scrapped its original high-rise 
plans for economic reasons, accord- 
ing to Hullin. “It starts with an as- 
sessment of who is your market and 
what price they can sustain,” he 
said. 

“High-rise construction is dramati- 
cally more expensive than mid-rise 
construction, so the end price would 
be a lot higher,” Hullin noted. A 
high-rise also takes longer to build 
and occupy, prolonging the terms of 
construction financing and the time 


before units can be sold. 

The scaled-down plans for 400 
units approved six years ago included 
more than 100 one-bedroom units, 
but the developers have found that 
two-bedrooms are the most popular 
in the area and want to eliminate all 
but a few of the one-bedrooms. 

IGC’s latest plans would enlarge 
the buildings in phases two and three 
and bring construction just 35 feet 
from Cerrito Creek along the north 
side of the building site, revisions

The city’s anniversary falls on a Wednesday this year, 
and planners hope to carry the festivities through the week- 
end. 

The jubilee would dovetail with the annual Solano 
Stroll, scheduled for Sunday, Sept. 25. The Solano Avenue 
Association met last week as well to discuss that event. 

The Solano Stroll parade will be “‘bigger and better” 
than in past years, according to Solano Avenue Association 
treasurer Carol Walker. 

For one thing, Wells Fargo bank has promised to sup- 
ply a stagecoach and horses. 

“In the past we haven’t been able to plan for a parade 
because of the uncertainty of whether the street will be 
closed,” Walker said, “but this year we have a head 
start.”
